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The effect of several .arge-scale dismantling actions in the 
lignite industry had not become apparent by May 1947. This 
dismantlin; has affectad two processes and the related equip- 
ment: that of exposing the lignite, and that of removing it. 

When disnantling was impending, Germen lipnite producers 
(including many Commun:.si, managers of plants) speeded up the 
exposure of lirnite by every means at their disposal. The 

high output orf May 194”, therefore, was to a considerable ez:tent 
based. on lignite reserves uncovered in previous months and re- 
moved by prinitive equ..prent after the disnantlin of the mining 
equipment. As soon as these limited reserves are exhausted, a 
sharp drop in limite prcduction may be expected. 


Distribution of briquettes ir May 1947 is cfiven below. Discrepencies 
bstween these figures and shcess in paragraph 1 are due to the fect 
taat the former are in round numbers only.
